A catboat, in which five young 
men were sailing, capsized in the Harlem 
River, opposite One Hundred and Seven- 
teenth Street, yesterday afternoon. All 
had narrow escapes from being drowned, 
but were rescued by the Captain and 
crew of the Randall's Island boat, the; 
William H. Wickham. 

Those in the beat were 
twenty, of 769 Ninth 
O'Leary, aged nineteen, of 730 Ninth 
Avenue; Hurry Creighton, aged nineteen, 
650 Ninth Avenue; Charles Baumgar- 
ten, aged nineteen, of West Thirty-; 
sixth Street, and Thomas Fox, aged 
twenty-two, of 157 West Sixty-third 
Street. The boat was owned by Fox. 

The party started from West Forty-! 
second Street, and sailed the catboat 
the lower end of Manhattan Isl- 
and up the East River. It was 
nearly 5 o'clock when the boat veered by 
a narrow margin past the danger point!

The effect of this bill, so violently op- 
posed by corporate interests, is to reduce 
taxation on mortgages from more than 
2 per cent. to one-half of 1 per cent., and 
to enable residents of the State, individ- 
uals, and estates, to invest their money on 
bond and mortgage on equal terms with 
non-residents, with savings banks and life 
insurance companies. 

Every lawyer knows that mortgages are 
personal property, and as such subject to 
taxation at the rate fixed by law. In 
former years and prior to the Strong ad- 
ministration in New York City there was 
little or no attempt to enforce the tax — 
upon mortgageés, but in later years mort- 
gages are taxed like other personal props, 
erty.

A merchant 
died in this city leaving an estate of 
$100,000 to his wife and two daughters.” 
Being an exceedingly prudent man, he di- 
rected in his will that after payment of 
his debts his whole estate should be con- 
verted into money and invested in bond 
and mortgage on improved real estate 
in the City of New York, worth double the 
amount of the loans. The executors had 
no alternative, the direction was impera- 
tive, and the investments were made, with 
the result that “ gilt-edged"’ mortgages 
only paid 4 per cent. 

The estate was thus in receipt of an 
annual income of $4,000, but the tax- 
gatherer assessed the estate 2.25 per cent., 
and actually received $2,250, and the 
widow and orphan children got $1,750 per 
annum. From this situation there was no 
escape, and the wise provision of a pru- 
dent husband and father became a ter- 
rible farce. 

There is another side to the question— 
that is, as to the wisdom or public policy 
or abstract justice of taxing mortgages at 
all.

While I was on service as resident physician 
at the Montefiore Home Country Sanitarium 
for Consumptives at Bedford Station, N. ¥,, 
I came across quite a few patients whe 
were troubled with tapeworms. In one I stte- 
ceeded in a complete removal of the taenia gol- 
ium (tapeworm) within twenty-four hours. This 
specimen can be seen at the home in a bottle 
with the date and name of patient thereon. 
The latter was a “ positive ’’ tubercular, as his 
sputum had been examined several times, and 
at each time the bacilli were found.

©) “It has been established by this 
meeting that the local administration in 
cited the local Mohammedan population 
against the Armenians, declaring that the 
Armenians were enemies of the Czar, and 
ascribed to them a desire to massacre 
the Mohammedans.

“The public conscience demands 
an unprejudiced trial which would dis- 
close the veal authors of the tragedy. 
It will not be satisfied by an inquiry con- 
ducted by Government officials. The in- 





activity of the authorities has convinced 
the people that these same authorities 
intentionally encouraged the massacre, 
On the other hand, the authorities plead 
that they had not an sdequate number of 
soldiers. It however, certain that 
they, did not take any steps whatever to 
make use of the soldiers whom they had 
at their disposal, and this inactivity on 
their part encouraged the crowds,

Not only c’d the sol- 
diers not use their arms; which they are 
so prompt to use against unarmed work- 
men on strike, but they did not even at- 
tempt to disarm or arrest the murderers. 
We are convinced that the authorities had 
at their disposal during the period of the 
maegsacre sufficient troops to cope with 
the disturbance, and, as Russian citi- 
zens, we hereby demand a public inquiry, 
to be followed by a trial and. severe pun- 
fshment of the persons implicated. It 
should be noted that the tragedy was 
brought to an end, not by civil or mili- 
tary authority, but by a solemn proces- 
sion of citizens, headed by the Russian, 
Armenian, and Mahommedan clergy. We 
are further convinced that it would have 
been very easy to arrange for the passage 
of this processign on Feb. 20, if the po- 
lice authorities would only have given 
permission for the national representa- 
tives’ to meet together. In order to hold 
euch a meeting it was only necessary to 
provide an escort of about ten Cossacks 
for a few hours.

‘““We always have a table full of food, 
too. I’ve found that the best way to get 
at a man’s heart is the old familiar way— 
hit him in the stomach with a loaf of 
bread; then I can pray with. him after- 
ward. 

‘‘T remember one man—he was called 
Scotty the Bum—who came in to a meet- 
ing we had years ago. He had but two 
garments, and there was about a foot of 
space between them. He was the worst 
Water Street had ever seen, and none of 
the lodging houses would take him in. I 
got him in, though, and when I asked all 
those who wanted to be converted to hold 
up their hands Scotty was the only one. 
When he got up to come forward he top- 
pled over on his face. They picked him 
up, though, and he’s been up ever since. 
He got a job, rose steadily, and three or 
four years ago he rode at the head of 15,- 
000 of the finest laboring men in New 
York in the Labor Day parade. 

‘Of course, when they are reclaimed 
these men sometimes fall back again, and 
we have to begin all over. One of them 
will get a job and start ont all right—but 
it’s a hard job for him to keep a ten-dol- 
lar bill in his pocket. He'll take a stroll 
up the Bowery, or perhaps Broadway, look 
in at the shop windows, go to the theatre, 
Zo out between the acts—and there you 
are. 

‘“‘ As for myself, I had sunk about as low 
as a man ever did. For months I never 
had an honest dollar. I am a redeemed 
drunkard. I lived in saloons and in cheap 
lodging houses. Once, after I had got 
$200 or $300 of crooked money, I set out 
on a big jag. I got delirium tremens 
and was dying. I was in this fix when 
the change came. I was sitting on a 
whisky barrel in the back room of a sa- 
loon on the corner of Third Avenue and 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street. 

‘Maybe some of you don't believe in 
visions. Well, I saw one that night. It 
came to me amid all the cursing and 
drinking in that saloon. I rushed in to 
the bar, where four young men were just 
about to take their drinks, and told them 
I would never take another drink. 

*** Well,’ said one of them to me, ‘if 
you want to keep up to that you'd better 
go to the police station and get locked 
up.” 

*“T took his advice. I went to the East 
One Hundred and Twenty-sixth Street 
Station on the run, and told the Captain 
to lock me up. He asked me and I told 
him why. I was put in Cell No. 10. 
That was the 22d of April, and on the 
same day every year I go back to the 
station and visit Cell No. 10. I have gone 
twenty times now, and it won't be many 
days before the twenty-first. I make it a 
point to go about, the time the men are 
turning out so I can have a talk with 
them. 

“The next day I went down to the 
Jerry McAuley Mission, and from that day 
tw this I’ve never had the taste for liquor. 
And I was a drunkard for twenty-two 
years, Jerry McAuley died a year.or two 
after that, and had the biggest civic 
funeral any man ever Itad in New York. 
When he founded his mission in Water 
Street he was ex-convict, ex-bum, ex- 
river pirate, ex-pretty nearly everything 
Ty. I have said, the men that come to 
us down there are nearly all drunkards. 
I tell men to come to me when they get 
out of prison. Once a year I go up to 
Sing Sing and talk to the men in prison 
there. 

“*When you get out,’ I say to them, 
‘come to me. If you can’t come sober, 
then come drunk. Will you come?’ And 
they all answer, ‘ Yes; we'll come.’ Ard 
they do come, too, hundreds of ’em. Trey 
just say Sing Sing to me, and that’s 
enough. I know the rest. 

‘“*T don’t believe one out of a hundred 
comes there for salvation. They just 
come to get a night’s lodging, cr some- 
thing to eat, or to beat me out of a quay- 
ter. On one occasion I had 2 Lusiress 


man say to me: : 
““* Hadley, I hear you're the most beat 


man in New York.’ 
“*T don’t think so,’ I answered, ‘for I 


don't call giving being beat.’ 

“There's plenty of opportunity for more 
work of this kind here in New York. The 
barrooms are full of the men we want to 
save, right this minute. They are young 
fellows, lots of them who come here from 
the country, get jobs, and then go broke. 
The saloons open to them. 

The letter from Mr. Rockefeller in part 
follows: 3 

“T have just taken a two weeks’ auto- 
mobile trip up into the mountains, and 
expect to go on another toward Italy 
soon, perhaps going as far as Genoa and 
Pisa.

“Men are prone to discard things that 
are not revealed by so-called common 
sense. Faith does not appeal to them. 
Tie crude philosophy of it, of the belief 
in one’s 2wn consciousness—for purposes 
ct illustrating my point—appcared in the 
intensely human declaration of the old 
colored woman to her master, who dis- 
puted her when she said she ‘had r2- 
ligion ’: 

“* Massa, if I has’ the toothache an’ 
you says I hain’t got it an’ I says I has 
got it, who's right?’ 

‘““We'll settle on faith for a long while 
before we find a substitute for it. Snake- 
speare wrote ‘ Conscience doth make cow- 
ards of*us all...

points. It was one cf the noteworthy 
features of the past week's trading that 
the public, which appeared to be taking 
increasing interest in the market, was 
giving more attention to the industrials | 
than to the railroad stocks. The ten- 
dency.to favor the industrials is indi- 
cated in the fact that half of the most! 
active issues were recruited from the | 
Steel and iron and other industrial | 
stocks, and it was in these issues that | 
the*’most conspicuous gains were re- | 
corded. The strength of the market | 
@Guring the latter part of the week, the | 
decline on Saturday being apparently | 
nothing more than a normal reaction | 
efter a fairly rapid advance, shows that 
the present position of the money mar- 
ket is no deterrent to those who are 
inclined to buy stocks on the funda- 
mental fact of the situation, the ad- 
mitted prosperity of the country’s: in- | 
dustries and trade. To the known facts 
in the situation so far as trade and in- 
dustry are concerned will this week be 
added the influence of the Government 
crop report. The general expectation
